4  Minute  Sermon 

Subjsct:  ‘‘THE  SECOND  TOUCH.'’ 

Text,  Mark  8:  24-23:  “And  he  looked  np  and 
said,  I  see  men;  for  I  behold  them  as  trees  walk¬ 
ing.  Then  again  he  laid  his  hand  upon  his  eves; 
and  he  looked  steadfastly,  anf|  was  restored,  and 
saw  all  things  clearly.”  ,  v 

This  miracle  of  healing  the  blind  man  of  Beth- 
aaida  is  ia  one  respect  different  from  any  other 
miracle  which  Jesus  wrought.  In  hie  ease  the 
first  touch  only  partially  healed  him;  and  only 
at  the  second  touch  of  Jeeni  was  he  given  perfect 
eight.  There  must  be  some  reason  for  giving  the 
story  In  this  way.  The  account  ia  found  ia  the 
eighth  chapter  of  Mark.  It  was  while  Jesus  was 
going  bark  and  forth  across  or  around  the  north- 
era  end  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  Ia  panning  through 
Bethsaida  the  people  brought  to  him  a  blind  man. 
Jeans  took  him  by  the  hand  and  led  him  oat  of 
town  before  healing  him.  Then  he  tourhed  his 
ryes  with  his  fingers  moistened  with  saliva  and 
asked  him  if  he  conld  see.  The  dim  light  began 
to  make  ita  way  into  his  eyes  and  he  answered 
hesitatingly  that  he  saw,  but  aot  distinctly,  for 
he  aaw  men  aa  trees  walking.  Jeena  then  touched 
his  eyas  a  second  time  and  made  him  look  np;  and 
he  wae  restored  and  saw  every  man  clearly.  , 

Was  this  a  difficult  caset  Or  was  his  faith  alow 
la  taking  hold?  Or  was  the  power  of  Jesus  vari¬ 
able?  Or  was  there  some  other  reason  yet  why 
this  man  bad  to  be  tourhed  a  second  time  by  the 
Master  before  be  could  see  rlearlyf  Whatever 
the  answer,  here  are  some  of  the  facte.  The  place 
Wae  rather  out  of  the  usual  circuit  of  Jesua'  work 
Tke  mm  m  not  himaclf  make  application  for 
his  sight,  but  was  brought  by  others.  They  asked 
ihat  Jesus  touch  him,  depending  on  physical  con¬ 
tact.  Jesus  took  him  out  of  the  city,  apart  from 
roataet  with  the  crowd.  The  time  element  was 
working  in  the  man’s  favor,  and  he  must  have 
him  alone.  '  Then  the  strange  part  of  it  nil  is  that 
the  first  touch  of  Jems'  fingers  did  not  complete¬ 
ly  cure  him,  but  a  second  application  was  neces¬ 
sary. 

This  last  is  the  point  of  interest  just  now.  be 
cause  we  have  seen  so  many  people  like  him.  There 
are  Christians  with  just  enough  of  light  to  con¬ 
fuse  them.  They  see  things  out  of  their  real  pro¬ 
portion,  and  in  improper  perspective.  They  see 
men  as  trees  walking.  Their  Ideas  of  life  are  crude 
and  confused.  Much  that  the  Bible  teaches  they 
say  ia  meaningless  te  them.  Mush  that  the  preach¬ 
ers  talk  about  ia  above  their  heads.  The  great 
doctrines  of  the  gospel  are  but  names  without  sig¬ 
nificance.  The  very  language  employed  ia  speak¬ 
ing  of  denominational  life  and  work  contributes 
to  their  confusion.  They  are  tike  a  deaf  person 
wha  gets  nervous  ia  a  straining  effort  to  hear,  or 
they  give  up  the  effort  in  deepair. 
v  What  can  be  done  with  people  like  thief  May 
their  eyes  not  have  an  anointing  whieh  will  en¬ 
able  them  to  see  clearly?  e  believe  that  many 
of  these  people  will  have  the  veil  taken  from  their 
eyes  by  putting  into  thir  homes  the  religious  pa¬ 
per.  They  must  familiarise  themselves  with  tke 
work  and  teaching  of  Ood's  people.  How  many 
a  man  or  women  under  the  spell  #f  a  message  from 
one  of  God's  servants  has  said,  VI  see  the  truth 
as  I  never  saw  it  before.”  Many  a  Scripture  has 
stood  ont  eleorly.  Many  a  Chrietiin  experience 
has  come  into  new  enlargement.  Many  a  Christina 
duty  ban  become  s  joy.  Life  itself  has  taken  m 
new  meaning  and  purpose  and  beauty.  The  fel¬ 
lowship  of  Ood  ’■  people  baa  become  a  mighty  real¬ 
ity.  All  because  our  eyee  have  boon  touched  by 


a  hand  that  knew  how  to  speak  the  w«r^  ‘'Bo* 
opened.  ”|  Brother  paster,  your  own  ministry,  how¬ 
ever  good  and  effective,  needs  the  support  that 
your  people  would  receive  ia  their  reading  of  Tko 
Baptist  Record.

Factor  Phillips,  while  living  and  preaching  at 
New  Hebron,  has  six  or  seven  other  ehurckee  which 
keep  him  and  hit  Ford  ear  busy.  Ho  averagoa 
nearly  one  public  service  a  day  and  ministers  to 
a  thousand  or  twelve  hundred  people.  But  it 
keeps  him  busy.  He  doeen  t  have  any  tuns  to  go 
fishing.  . 

There  are  probably  more  Baptist  churrbe#  ia 
Smith  County  than  In  any  other  ia  the  Mate,  and 
yet  It  is  report ctd  that  *4  dipping  vats  have  hoea 
destroyed  this  spring.  This  sort  of  vandaUom  sad 
lawlessness  ought  to  bring  a  protest  from  every 
pulpit  in  the  county.  It  Is  time  for  good  people 
to  speak  out. 

Pastor  Wayne  Ailiston  haa  welcomed  213  lata 
the  Water  Paltey  church  ia  the  past  eight  month*. 
About  thirty  have  been  baptised  la  tke  last  three 
weeks.  He  will  pitch  a  teat  ia  the  park  aad  con¬ 
duct  a  stammer  evangelistic  campaign,  and  will 
also  take  tn  the  surrounding  country.  There  wees 
90  men  at  la  men  ’■  banquet  last  woes  aad  402  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  Sunday  school. 

Over  one  hundred  men  ia  Slag  Sing  prison  nrw 
enrolled  an  daily  Bible  readers,  aad  a  group  tail¬ 
ing  themselves  Ihe  Comfort  Club  get  together  la 
the  eveniqgs  to  road  tholr  Testaments.  Thirty- 
three  inmates  of  tbs  Oregon  penitentiary  aro  mem¬ 
ber*  of  the  New  Testament  League,  aad  the  war¬ 
den  says  tke  Tret  amenta  are  worth  their  weight  ia 
gold  to  the  men  who  aro  trying  to  fit  themaelvao 
for  a  new  fife. 

Oa  Monday  of  this  week  girl*  oa  the  streets  ef 
Jackson  were  wiling  artificial  poppies,  asking 
paseersby  to  “buy  a  poppy  for  tko  way,”  oe 
“buy  a  peppy  for  the  American  Legion.”  New 
we  believe!  ia  the  “army”  that  ere  bad  aad  ga»o 
all  we  had1  te  It.  We  believe  ia  tha  Amerieaa  Iw 
gioa.  but  ie  believe  alee  that  this  great  aegaataa- 
tioa  and  the  eaase  H  leprrmato  are  ehiepsasi  hr 
havlag  somebody  accosting  people  oa  Us  rtrert 
aad  collecting  money  la  their  behalf.  .Wo  do  aafl 
honor  them  by  aay  such  practices,  ■  _ * 


THE  BAPTIST  BEOORD 
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for  which  many  have  bean  witling  to'  sacrifice 
conviction,  will  take  pinee  wot  on  tkc  marshy 
ground  of  com  prom  i*a,  bat  on  tke  ootid  rock  of 
tha  Now  Testament  teaching;  and  not  until  that 
work  ia  accomplished  can  we  afford  to  let  oar 
young  people  be  ignorant  or  careleen  about  the 
trutba  that  kave  been  our  peculiar  charge  aa 
Baptiata. 

Too  remember  the  story  of  Nelson  that  he  waa 
leading  hia  forrea  agatnnt  the  Daniah  fleet.  When 
the  war  had  waged  for  two  long  houre  without 
apparent  victory  for  either  aide,  and  the  admiral 
had  rained  hia  eignal  to  reaae  firing,  Nelson  paid 
no  attention  to  it.  The  captain  became  alarmed 
and  raid,  “Nelson,  -ahat  ahall  we  dof”  Said  Nat¬ 
ion,  "Yon  know  I  am  blind  ia  one  eye;  1  don't 
nee  the  aignal  to  retrench;”  and  then  he  gave 
hia  famona  order  “Nail  my  ilgnal  to  the  mank 
for  eloae  action.”  It  waa  done  and  the  guna 
roared,  and  the  war  waa  waged,  and  the  battle 
waa  fought  and  the  victory  waa  won.  That  waa 
no  time  to  back  down  to  an  enemy;  that  waa 
the  time  for  a  forward  movement,  and  It  waa 
made  and  victory  came.  My  Baptiat  brethren 
of  Mississippi,  tbia  ia  no  day  for  ua  to  ceaae 
firing;  thia  la  no  time  for  ua  to  back  down  on  the 
enemy.  If  there  ever  waa  a  time  in  our  hiatory 
when  the  great  leader  of  the  hoata  Uimaelf,  Jesus 
Chriat,  waa  calling  upon  the  army  to  advance,  it 
ia  now.  Let  ua  then  train  our  young  people,  that 
they  may  march  out  along  the  line  and  take  thia 
great  country  for  Jeaua  Chriat  and  for  Hia  truth. 

Then  we  are  not  only  to  advance  and  fight  the 
enemy,  but  we  are  to  be  no  trained  that  we  can 
bold  every  loot  of  the  ground  that  haa  been  won. 

I  uaed  to  read  in  the  old  aehool  booka  a  little 
atory  concerning  a  boy  in  England  who  waa  aent 
out  by  the  owner  of  •  certain  reoerve  to  keep 
that  reoerve  againat  tresspassers.  One  afternoon 
the  Duke  of  'Wellington,  with  hia  eompaniona,  rode 
along  on  a  hunting  expedition,  and  they  thought 
that  they  would  enter  the  reoerve;  but  the  boy 
atood  atraight  up  in  the  gap.  Thoee  who  were 
with  the  Duke  aaM:  “Oet  out  of  the  way  boy.*' 
“No  air,  I  am  aent  here  to  keeo  thia  reoerve  and 
I  will  keep  It.”  They  replied,  “Why,  don't  you 
know  that  thia  ia  tho  Duke  of  Wellington,  the 
man  whom,  all  England  delight  a  to  honor!”  Tho 
boy  oaid,  “Whether  bo  be  the  Duke  of  Welling¬ 
ton  or  not,  it  mattera  not  to  me.  I  am  aent 
to  keep  thia  reoerve,  and  111  keep  it  even  againat 
the  Duke  of  Wellington,”  and  ho  did.  When  the 
Duke  rode  away  with  bin  frienda,  he  lifted  hia 
hat  to  the  boy  and  tonne <1  him  a  coin  aa  be  aaid: 
“Give  me  an  army  like  that  and  I  will  take 
the  world  for  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain.  I 
read  In  the  life  of  Peter  and  John  where  they 
were  'forbidden  to  apeak,  and  you  know  the  ana- 
wer.  1  nay  give  me  an  army  of  trained  young 
Baptiat  Christiana  and  I  will  take  tie  State,  the 
Southland,  aye,  the  whole  world  for  Jeaua  Chriat. 
My  Baptiat  brethren  of  MUaiaoippi,  I  am  plead¬ 
ing  with  you  aa  leadere  in  the  work  of  your 
ehurek  for  tho  young  men  and  young  women  of 
your  ehureh.  1  am  pleading  in  behalf  of  the 
hundred#  end  theueanda  of  boya  and  girla— plead¬ 
ing  that  you  will  give  to  them  that  training  which 
will  prepare  them  for  real  efficient  aervanta  of 
the  Lord. 

In  prioea  an  old  man,  worn  and  broken  with  . 
yeara  of  toil  and  anffering,  waiting  hia  approach¬ 
ing  execution,  Paul  took  hia  pea  to  write.  Hia 
face  aglow  with  the  light  of  undying  hope,  and  ail 
the  triumph  of  an  all  conquering  faith  nought 
expression.  “I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered,  and 
the  time  of  my  departure  la  at  hand.  I  have 
fought  a  good  fight.  I  have  finlahed  my  course 
— I  have  kept  the  faith;  henceforth  there  ia  laid 
up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteouanem,  which  the 
Lord,  the  righteoua  judge,  shall  give  me  at  that 
day;  and  not  to  me  only,  bnt  unto  all  them  also 
that  love  hia  appearing.”  No  wonder  that  he 
baa  lived  through  the  eenturiee  a  mighty  inapira- 
tion  to  heroic,  hopeful  aervice. 

Miaaiaaippl  Baptiata,  tha  whole  world  la  calling 
for  atrviea;  calling  loudly  for  service;  for  workers 


me  a  church  where  there  ia  not  something  being 
plnnned  especially  for  the  young  folks  of  that 
church — then  I  will  show  you  n  church  that  has 
lost  Its  “hold”  on  the  young  folks  of  tjiat  church 
and  of  that  community.  On  the  other  hand,  alaow 
me  a  church  when  the  young  folks  are  not  ‘‘bsek 
numbers” — where  to  a  very  great  extent  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  that  eburrb  are  worked  ia  and  uropnd 
the  youug  folks — where  affairs  are  at  Irasti  to  a 
very  great  extent  put  into:  their  hands,  and  they 
are  tactfully  directed  how  to  accomplish  them; 
where  they  are  no  longer  on.  the  outside — but  where 
they  are  on  the  inaide,  end  I  will  show  you  o  church 
that  is  “alive”;  a  church  that  haa  its  hand  upon 
the  youitg  folks  of  that  romjnunlty — where  they  arc 
interested  and  their  interval  in  held. 

My  friends,  os  stated  in  the  outsat  of  thia  [re¬ 
port — there  has  never  been  $  greater  need  of  reach¬ 
ing  uql  enlisting  the  ynungj  people  of  our  churches 
than  there  ii  to' I :iv.  The  lure  of  the  world  has 
never  been  ns  beautifully  enticing  aa  it  ia  'today 
They  tell  us  of  a  vine,  which  grown  in  tome  of 
the  southern  countries — in  Spanish  countries,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  called  the  Matador — the  word  meaning  mur¬ 
derer.  It  creeps  along  the  ground  until  it  ranches 
some  young  tree,  and  slowly  climbing  it,  enfolds 
it  in  its  devil  like  emhrafe)  and  aa  it  reaches 
tha  top  with  its  last  struggling  clutch  it  etnshea 
tho  life  out  of  the  tree,  oaid  sends  forth  and  Up 
ward  crimson  blossoms,  typifying  the  murderous 
axistenre .that  it  leads.  Anil  just  so  will  these  ma¬ 
terialistic  ideas  which  are  alpwly  but  surely  taking 
bold  of  our  young  people,  qo  drown  every  thought 
that  is  spiritual,  every  idea  of  service  for  the 
Kingdom  unlets  we  give  attention  to  it.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  very  beat  fares  within  tho  eihurch 
for  the  combating  of  these  ideas  ia  the  B.  Y.  P.

Something  of  that  aort  we  would 
>f  every  Christian,  every  member 
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1  believe,  my  frienda,  thart  the  foundation  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Baptist  ehurdhe*  ore  not  only  true 
but  they  are  so  practically  important  today  that 
the  time  has  not  yet  come  when  we  can  afford  to 
remove  any  of  the  emphasis  that  we  plar*  upon 
them.  I  believe  that  the  Bi  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  very 
beet  force  within  the  ehureh  for  keeping  olive 
throe  principle*. 

You  know,  my  brethren,  ilhe  time  is  now  when, 
os  possibly  never  before,  we  need  to  bring  out 
the  necessity  of  regeneration  and  preach  It  to 
our  young  folk*  aa  the  one  hape  of  personal  sal¬ 
vation,  as  the  one  hope  of  the  salvation  of  the 
ehureh;  and  any  teaching  Whatever  that  remove* 
or  obscure  the  emphasis  upon  the  necessity  of 
regeneration  It  a  perilous  thing.  The  thing  fpr 
which  I  contend  is  that  the  principles  of  th* 
New  Testament  are  just  a*  Important  today  ta 
they  ever  were;  and  you  gnd  I  will  allow  the 
emphasis  to  be  reduced  to  the  peril  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  we  teach.  God  gave  us  Hia  word,  and  lit  la 
true,  not  only  because  He  gave  it  to  ua,  but  He 
gave  it  to  ns  because  it  ia  true  and  because  jt 
ie  important.

For  the  Lord  himself  shall  deaeea  I  ffnm  heavea 
with  a  shout,  with  the  voiee  of  the  treiangel,  and 
with  the  trump  of  Oed:  aad  the  deadiia  Christ 
eht  11  rite  first:  Then  we  which  are  jil|ve  and  re¬ 
main  ahall  be  raught  no  together  with  (hem  in  the 
elands,  te  meet  the  Lord  in  tbu  nir:  apd  so  ahall 
we  ever  be  with  tha  Lord.  Wherefore  comfort 
one  another  with  three  words  (I  These,  t:  16-19). 

These  two  texts  of  8eriptore  are  plainly  pre¬ 
sented  and  there  can  be  no  question  ns  to  their 
interpretation;  they  mean  just  what  thy  sty,  name¬ 
ly,  that  the  Lord  Jesea  t'krhit  is  coming  back  again 
to  this  earth,  and  jnat  ai  he  aacendet  from  the 
midst  of  Hia  disciples,  clothed  with  l^ls  physical 
body,  and  a  cloud  received  Him  out  of  llheir  sight, 
He  will  come  again. 

He  left  a  wondering  company  of  disliplea  when 
He  waa  on  the  slopes  of  Olivet,  and  from  their 
midst  began  to  ascend  up  towards  bpaven,  and 
strange  to  any  he  will  come  back  again  to  a  com¬ 
pany  of  disciples,  for  notwithstanding  j  the  plain 
statements  of  Hcripture  with  reference  jo  Ilia  com¬ 
ing,  many  in  the  church  are  apparently  unac¬ 
quainted  with  the  fart  of  His  glorioat  appearing 
or  else  are  indifferent  to  it.  Tbia  may  be  because 
those  of  us  who  are  in  the  pulpit  ha^s  not  been 
faithful  in  teaching  the  Word  of  Godi  or  it  may 
be  that  the  rank  and  file  of  Christmas!  have  stud¬ 
ied  tke  Seriptnres  indifferently,  if  indeed  they 
have  studied  them  at  nil.  , 

All  evangelical  Christians  believe  (hat  Jesus 
Christ  ia  coming  again  some  time.  Wq  have  said 
It  over  and  ovor  in  our  repetition  of  tlje  Apostle)  ’ 
Creed  and  there  ran  be  no  question  abrjut  the  fact 
at  nil.  The  only  question  ia  aa  to  t+lien  Hs  ll 
coming.  Kome  any  before  the  mlllenniudi,  aad  they 
are  called  pre  mlllcnnarUus.  Others  expect  Him 
after  the  millrnium,  and  they  are  «|>pkcn  of  at 
poat-millenariuns.  But  if  He  cornea  after  the  mil¬ 
lennium  He  will  eome  to  a  world  mad(  ready  for 
Ilia  appearing  by  human  effort.  Rikbteouinesa 
will  be  asserting  its  power  and  have  1m  Its  control 
nil  things.  If  this  position  it  accepted,  then  His 
coming  is  far  rsmovtd  from  the  preterit  time,  for 
just  when  men  thought  tke  world  w^s  rapidly 
growing  bettetr  the  World  War  was  ufon  ua,  aad 
today  the  world  ia  scarred  and  marred  by-  ita  ef¬ 
fects.  If  He  comet  before  the  milleifnium,  then 
He  will  come  to  set  the  world  right,  he  will  set 
np  His  throne  and  establish  His  kingdom.  He 
Himoelf  will  work  mightily  in  all  ways  and  it  will 
be  a  world  Worth  while  living  in  wlirin  It  io  all 
under  the  sway  of  Hia  almighty  pow(r.  At  for 
myself,  I  prefer  the  millennium  whlchj  He  makes 
reedy  rather  than  the  one  which  might  be  act  up 
•r  prepared  by  man  himself,  therefore  1  am  a  pro- 
aaillennarian.

set  np  His  kin|doia  on  tke  earth.  Hie  sway  wiO 
be  almighty  and  HI*  power  irresistible.

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ANSWERING  A  LETTER. 

We.  are  ta  receipt  of  a  Uttar  from  a  good 
brother  wbirh  w a  do  not  publish,  but  giro  th* 
substance  of  hi*  quaotlon*.  He  wi*ha*  to  know 
why  It  1*  that  ha,  though  a  preacher.  1*  not  failed 
to  ehnrcbes  or  a**l*tad  in  securiag  than.  Ha  al»o 
wisha*  to  know  why  we  have  *o  many  organiza¬ 
tion*  now  which  the  Lord  and  the  apostle*  did  not 
have.  Ha  a*k*  how  wa  era  to  know  who  i*  right 
and  who  i*  wrong  where  there  are  difference*  of 
opinion  and  practice.  AI*o,  why  a  poor  man  or 
woman  who  doe*  not  rapport  the  hoard*  i*  not 


birth  of  Jara*,  Mt.  1:23,  at  which  it  i*  raid,  “A 
virgin  ahall  be  with  child  and  (hall  bring  fortl 
a  ran,  and  they  shall  call  his  name  Immanuel { 
which  is  being  interpreted  God  With  us.” 

A*  Ood  is  In  the  world  maintaining  the  admin' 
istration  of  it,  imparting  force  and  rigor,  motion 
and  life  and  order  and  beauty  to1  ft;  so  is  God 
with  His  people,  dwelling  with  them  as  th*  life  oi 
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looking  for  n  pastor.  It  is  itself  the  answer  to 
ram*  of  his  questions.  But  here  are  some  answers 
as  we  see  them.  3 

We  do  not  know  all  the  reasons  his  friends  who 
know  him  and  love  him  do  not  recommend  him  to 
churehes,  but  it  seems  to  us  he  hes  made  no  ede- 
quate  preperation  to  lead  n  church.  When  Ood 
calls  a  man  to  be  pastor  He  calls  him  to  mske 
preparation  for  it.  Jesus  kept  the  apostles  in 
frhool  f<jr  several  years  before  He  turned  them 
loose  in  the  world.  The  brother  seems  to  bold  a 
political  office, fudging  from  his  stationery.  When 
the  Lord  called  Matthew,  he  left  his  office  and 
followed  Jesus.  A  pastoc  is  n  denominational  man 
and  leader.  This  brother  doeoa  not  take  The  Bap¬ 
tist  Record,  and  ao  knows  but  little  of  the  de¬ 
nominational  life  and  cannot  lead  his  people  in  any 
Worthy  way.  • 

If  he  stiouid  take  and  rend  The  Baptist  Record 
It  would  answer  some  of  his  other  questions.  For 
example,  the  one  as  to  .why  we  have  so  many  or- 
gnnizations.  The  Lord  told  ua  to  evangelize  the 
World.  If  a  man  is  going  to  build  a  city  he  needs 
a  saw  mill.  These  are  matters  of  method,  but 
Some  method  is  accessary  to  do  the  work.  Jesus 
had  the  equivalent  of  a  Woman’s  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  when  a  groep  of  women  accompanied  him 
and  ministered  to  Him  of  their  substanre.  Jesus 
and  Paul  both  had  the  equivalent  of  a  theological 
seminary  in  thp  young  men  who  gntbersd  about 
tihem  and  learned  the  wly  to  do  it.  Sunday  schools 
qre  not  named  in  the  Bible,  but  most  people  now 
see  the  necessity  of  them.  The  seventy  five  mil¬ 
lion  campaign  is  just  n  method  by  which  all  the 
forces  get  together  and  push  all  the  work.  Those 
Who  don’t  get  together  In  some  such  way  are  not 
doing  the  work  and  are  disobedient  to  the  last 
command  of  Jesus.  If  any  brother  is  opposed  to 
the  organization  let  him  prove  that  he  can  do  it 
better  without  a  board  or  organization. 

At  to  the  queztion,  “How  are  we  to  know  who 
It  right,”  the  Bible  interpreted  in  the  light  of  the 
l{oly  Spirit  by  each  man  for  himself  must  deter¬ 
mine  that.  As  to  why  the  poor  are  not  wanted  in 
tfie  churches,  we  have  not  found  it  true.  Most  of 
those  in  the  churches  are  generally  fond  of  eon’ 
fhsslng  how  poor  they  are.  If  there  are  ease* 
Where  the  poor  are  not  welcomed,  then  it  is  a  tin 
ajgainst  God  and  ought  to  be  repented  of.  James  in 
hna  epistle  found  it  necessary  to  rebake  those  who 
showed  more  consideration  to  a  rich  man  than  a 
noor  man  who  came  to  church.  If  that  sin  still 
llneers  it  ought  to  be  rebuked.  Rut  poor  and  rich 
ajlike  owe  it  to  the  Lord  to  support  the  Gospel  and 
spread  it  abroad  through  nil  the  earth. 


AGAINST  OOD  AND  MOSES. 

The  Lord  has  a  way  of  identifying  Himself  with 
His  servants,  so  that  the  voice  of  one  is  the  vole* 
of  the  other,  and  our  attitude  toward  one  it  our 
real  attitude  toward  the  other.  There  are  many 
passages  of  Scripture  to  show  this,  too  many  to 
quote  them  ail  here;  but  a  few  of  them  will  re¬ 
fresh  onr  memory.  Jesus  said,  “Be  that  receiveth 


message.  1  It  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  tloly 
Ghost.” 

This  is  not  only  God’s  plan,  bnt  it  is  according 
to  gnan’i  expresaed  wish.  When  God  spoke  from 
the  summit  of  Sinai,  the  people  Were  terrified  and 
rried  out  to  Moses,  “Speak  thon  with  us  and  we 
will  hear;  but  let  not  -God  speak  with  us,  left  we 
die.’’  God  eonform*  to  man’s  wish  ia  employing 
ambassadors  through  whom  He  deal*  with  people 
end  make*  known  His  will. 

We  are  of  those  who  believe  that  God  calls  some 
to  be  apostles  and  prophets  and  evangelist*  and 
pastors  and  teachers.  These  men  are  God ’si  mes¬ 
sengers  to  speak  Hit  word  and  lead  His  people. 
These  mea  are  not  infallible,  but  God  ’■  people  can 
know  when  they  are  truly  representing  Him.  John 
said,  “Ye  have  an  anointing  from  the  Holy  One, 
and  ye  know  all  things.”  Christians  cad  recog¬ 
nize  the  voice  of  the  Shepherd  ia  those  who  are 
their  leaders  and  instructors. 

Now  if  these  things  are  true,  the  treatment  of 
God’s  ministers  is  a  mattetr  of  serious  moment. 
No  true  shepherd  will  seek  to  abuse  his  office, 
exercising  it  not  by  constraint  or  lording  it  Aver 
God’s  heritage.  And  no  tauc  servant  of  Ood  will 
feel  thnt  he  or  she  ia  at  liberty  to  mistreat  His 
ministers  or  ignore  His  message  or  despise  ltis  of¬ 
fice.  The  severest  penalty  enme  upon  the  Israel¬ 
ites  when  they  “spake  against  Moses  and  against 
God.”  Then  was  the  visitation  of  fiery  flying 
serpents.  And  more  than  one  preacher  in  our  day 
could  tell.  If  it  were  proper,  how  the  judgment  of 
God  had  fallen  upon  some  who  mistreated  His 


4*a  th#  light  of  me*. ”  This  is  worth  studying 
smtll  w*  at  least  uaderstand  what  it  says,  namely, 
that  whatever, was  made  not  only  had  Him  for  its 
^nthor  and  Creator,  bnt  that  it  had  its  origin  in 
Hi*  life.

This  ii  the  month  net  apart  for  Christian  educa¬ 
tion.  May  I  urge  that  all  my  brethren  g  re  to 
their  people  a  stirring  message  on  this  vitnl-t  kernel 
We  want  to  fHl  all  of  our  schools  to  overfl  >wing, 
and  then  provide  for  tbs  overflow.  By  doiig  this 
we  shall  render  a  great  service  not  only  o  the 
young  men  and  young  women  who  are  the  direct 
beneficiaries,  but  to  tbs  state  and  chureh  ai  well. 

Figures*  show  that  denominational  colleges 
have  reached  a  very  high  record  in  developing 
men  for  leadership  in  the  world's  affairs.  Note 
a  few  statistics:  Of  the  27  men  who  hav<  been 
President  of  the  United  States  IB  .have  be<n  col¬ 
lege-bred,  and  17  have  eomc  from  Christies  col¬ 
leges.  Five  years  ago  eight  of  nin«L  justices  >f  tbs 
United  States  Supreme  Court  were  college-bred  men 
and  six  of  them  were  from  Christian  reneges. 
Charles  E.  Hughes,  Woodrow  Wilson  and  W.  3. 
Bryan  are  products  of  denominational  eollea 

The  cause  of  our  church  would  ruffer  greatly 
without  the  ehurch  school.  Tralaed  leaders  ale  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  success  of  any  undertaking.  Sta¬ 
tistics  show  that  we  must  look  to  our  Christian  col¬ 
leges  for  them. 

Fifteen  years  ago  there  were  In  the  theological 
seminaries  of  the  country  1,803  graduates  ei  rolled 
from  Christian  colleges,  and  only  110  from  secular 
institutions.  Through  a  period  of  five  yea  s  93 
per  cent  of  the  ministry  came  from  Chi  istian 
schools.  Out  of  1,041  college  graduates  in  tie  six 
leading  Baptist  seminaries  during  the  session  of 
1911-12,  912  came  from  Christian  colleges.  In  50 
years'  time  one  large  state  university  with  4,000 
students  and  8,000  alumni  has  produced  20  drench¬ 
er*  for  all  denominations.  During  32  ycafrs  the 


University  of  Virginia  contributed  threA  j  Teach¬ 
ers  to  the  Virginia  conference,  while  In  the 
period  Kandolph-Macon  contributed  240.  Al 
University  of  Alabama  in  32  years  has  contributed 
five  preachers  to  the  North  Alabama  Conf.  rence, 
while  old  Southern  University  eontribute<| 

Thus  we  see  that  one  of  the  strongest  arms 
churches  isthe  Christian  college.

It  might  be  well  to  state  briefly  some  things  we 
hope  to  accomplish  in  the  evangelistic  meetings 
this  season;  • 

1.  Winning  the  Lost.  The  primary,  purjkwe  of 
the  evangelistic  meeting  is  to  win  the  lost  to 
Christ.  The  emphasis  this  year  is  on  personal  evan¬ 
gelism.  The  slogan  Is,  “ Every  one  win  one." 

In  connection  with  the  winning  of  the  lost  in 
every  community  would  be  the  lining  up  of  all  un¬ 
affiliated  Baptists  with  the  eharch  for  service. 

2.  Calling  Out  ths  C idled.  No' meeting  is  complete 
that  does  not  give  opportunity  for  lining  up  vol¬ 
unteers  for  the  ministry  and  for  mission  work. 
Then  these  shoufd  be  the  special  objects  of  Intel- 
est  and  gXjort  on  the  part  of  the  church  and  the 
pastor  until  they  are  given  opportunity  to  carry 
oat  their  desires. 

3.  Enrolling  Studanta  for  Our  Denominational 
Schools.  Special  effort  shonld  be  made  during  the 
meeting  to  bring  the  pareuts  and  young  people  to 
see  tho  importance  of  Christian  education.  Boys 
and  girls  who  expect  to  go  te  college  should  be 
turned  towards  our  own  denominational  schools. 
Cards  will  be  .furnished  for  enrolling  such  prospec¬ 
tive  students  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Education  Commission. 

4.  Increasing  Circulation  of  Ths  Baptist  Record.

Individualistic  as  wr  are,  shunning 
ever  even  the  semblance  of  eecleaiasticiam,  recog¬ 
nising  the  rompeteney  of  the  individual  soul,  and 
the  autonomy  of  the  local  Baptist  church,  eur  Bap¬ 
tist  people  have  naturally,  logically,  inevitably 
and  triumphantly,  through  all  their  generation 
held  as  their  supreme  privilege  and  responsibility 
the  winniag  to  Jesus  of  all  men  everywhere. 
Therefore,  it  ie  fitting  that  from  tbb  meeting  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  that  from  this 
Loyalty  Convention,  which  records  so  noble 
achievement  in  sacrificial  gifts  for  the  propaga¬ 
tion  of  our  Baptist  message  and  the  extension  of 
our  Baptist  mission,  there  should  go  forth  to  oar 
Southern  Baptist  people  a  renewal  of  the  age-nid 
eall  to  win  men  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Fursuant  to  the  instruction  given  t|e  Conser¬ 
vation  Commission  by  the  Convention,  your  Com¬ 
mission  will  endeavor  to  earourage  aad  direct  a 
Southwide  co-ordinated  movement  aad  program 
for  the  enlistment,  encouragement,  information  and 
inspiration  of  onr  Baptist  people  in  the  great  work 
of  winning  souls.  Heeogni/.iag  the  autonomy  of 
the  local  churches  aad  the  partienlar  and  definite 
fields  and  responsibilities  of  our  state  and  asso¬ 
ciations!  organizations,  together  with  the  diversi¬ 
ty  and  variety  of  programs  aad  circumstances  pre¬ 
vailing  in  different  sections  of  our  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  constituency  and  territory,  we  are  persuaded 
that  it  is  Impracticable  to  attempt  from,  a  rcatral 
Southern  headquarters  to  organize  aad  direct  ia 
detail  as  to  (.last,  time  and  methods  so  great  a 
spiritual  undertaking. 

Bnt  wr  do  believe,  with  all  oat  hearts,  that  this 
Convention  has  pointed  the  way  to  a  great  and 
valuable  service  which  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion  may  render  to  our  people,  to  oar  churches,  to 
lost  millions  and  to  our  Lord  in  the  bay  of  infor¬ 
mation,  inspiration  and  the  co-ordiation  ef  purpose 
and  effort  ia  evangelism.  So  great  a  Work  ran  not 
be  brought  to  full  fruition  in  a  day  but  must  be  de¬ 
veloped  as  we  proceed.  It  can  not  be  aanefaetnred. 
Beginning  ia  embryo  it  must  grow  aad  as  it  grows 
be  watered,  cultivated,  pruned  and  trained  for  the 
largest  poasiblbe  harvest.  Machinery  aad  harness 
limit  and  handicap  Baptists.  The  Spirit  makes  free 
aad  Baptists  are  best  governed  aad  led  by  the 
Spirit. 

Therefore,  to  elicit,  direct  aad  combine  the  vs- 
*»ied  evangelistic  programs  and  effects  of  -oar 
Baptist  people  ia  tho  Southern  states  we  foemnt- 
mead  to  the  Coaveatiea  for  its  approval  aad  com- 
mauds  turn  to  tho  ehocehoa  aad  othar  Raptkt  bodies 
the  following  suggest  ions  for  a  co-ordinated  evan¬ 


gelistic  movement; 

1.  That  eaeh  state  organisation  be  arged  to  set 
itself  to  the  task  of  seeariag  aad  festering  a  deft- 
site  evsigelistie  program  la  evaty  district  associa¬ 
tion  within  its  torritsry. 

2.  That  each  district  association  aad  executive 
committee  or  similar  organization,  be  nrged  to  set 
before  its  coastitneasy  the  glorious  goal  of  secur¬ 
ing  a  definite  soul-winning  program  and  seasoa  la 
fvefy  church  within  the  association  aad  that  a  aim- 
nitaneoui  program  in  both  associations  sad  elties 
is  to  be  rommeaded. 

3.  That  each  chnreh  accept  far  Its  membership 
the  high  and  holy  nim  of  “Everyone  Win  One"  to 
Jesas  during  the  rnrrent  year  and  that  each  chnreh 
during  n  series  ef  evangelistic  services  make  two 
provisions,  namely:  Instruction  as  to  the  work  aad 
program  of  onr  denomination  sad  aa  opportunity 
for  calling  out  the  called. 

4.  That  the  president  or  principal  aad  the  fac¬ 
ulty  of  every  Baptist  school  and  college  within  tho 
terr|torv  of  the  Houtkera  Baptist  Convention  bo 
urged  to  ro-operate  ia  this  co  ordinated  movsmeat 
to  t4e  exteat  of  providing  for  at  least  one  protract- 
•id  period  sf  revival  services  for  the  students  aad 
at  least  one  week  of  special  study  aad  training  fsr 
icrsonnl  work  ia  winning  souls  during  enrk  session 
sad  that  la  the  course  of  these  efforts  opportunity 
be  given  fsr  instruction  nf  the  denominational  pro¬ 
gram  and  or  calling  out  tbs  called. 

S-.Tkat  the  organisation  for  our  Inynsen,  onr 
women,  and  our  young  people,  both,  general  aad  io¬ 
cs1,  be  requested  to  ro-operate  by  making  definite 
study  for  personal  work  a  prominent  |art  sf  their 
program  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  That  the  Coaservatioa  Commission  be  anther- 
tied  to  seek  the  eo-erdinatioa  sf  ail  our  forces  and 
their  programs  by  eo^porstisa  through  the  state  or- 
ganisations  In  the  several  states. 

7.  That  the  Coaservatioa  Commission  be  nuthoe- 
iaed  to  incorporate  these  aims  sad  suggestions  ia 

suitable  tracts  which  It  shall  rreats  and  distribute 
through  the  state  organizations  and  to  suggest  for 
the  traders  in  meetings  and  study  classes  otksr  lit¬ 
erature  aad  boobs  whieh  in  its  judgment  arc  most 
suitable  for  this  purpose. 

8.  Thit  the  Bunday  He  bool  Board  be  requested,  as 
a  paft  .  of  its  tract  program,  to  have  printed  and 
furnish  the  Conservation  Commission  without  cost 
the  tracts  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  this  pro- 
gram.nf  evangelism. 

V.  That  the  Commission,  through  the  state  organi¬ 
zations,  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  churches  sad 
pastors  the  good  results  whieh  may  be  obtained  by 
setting  aside  a  definite  week  ia  which  their  forces 
may  be  organized  and  actively  engaged  ia  the  defi¬ 
nite  program  known  as  “Every  One  Win  Ono 
Week;” 

10.  We  express  sincere  aad  grateful  appreciation 
of  the?  splendid  service  rendered  in  the  field  of  evan¬ 
gelism  by  the  Heme  Mission  Board  ef  the  Southern 
Baptist-  Coaeation  and  we  confidently  count  on  the 
Department  of  Evangelism  to  eoatlaue  its  fite  ser¬ 
vice  ip  the  closest  possible  co-operation  with  this  co¬ 
ordinated  effort. 

11.  That  the  evangelistic  forces  of  the  state  and 
associations!  organization  be  invited  to  eo-operata 
In  this  co-ordinated  program  of  our  Host  hern  Bap¬ 
tist  people. 

13.  ^That  a  uniform  report  blank  for  revival  meet¬ 
ings  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  state  organi¬ 
zations  by  the  Conservation  Commission  for  tks 
purpose  of  gathering,  tabulating  sad  recording  the 
definite  results  of  this  co-ordinated  program  nf 
evangelism. 

13.  That  all  pastors,  evangelists  and  other  work¬ 
ers  be  requested  to  use  these  uniform  report  blanks 
and  to  report  the  results  of  all  revival  meetings  to 
the  state  headquarters  aad  that  each  state  head¬ 
quarters  be  requested  ts  furnish  the  Conservation 
Commission  with  a  consolidated  report  from  time 
to  time,  as  may  be  agreed  upon.

H«»  the  rhureb  a  social  taakf  If  so,  then  what 
is  it  aad  how  arcoaipliah  it  T  We  recognise  that 
the  teaching*  of  Chriet  comprehend  the  entire  lifre 
of  humanity.  There  is  no  phase  or  sphere  where 
His  priaeiple*  and  word*  should  not  reach.  The 
sufficiency  of  His  precepts,  the  power  of  His  grate 
must  reach  clear  through  man's  entire  life  aad  ac¬ 
tions.  The  churches  have  suffered  irreparably  In 
the  past  because  eur  social  life  hat  largely  been 
uader  the  direction  of  worldly  persons.  The  world 
baa  too  often  set  the  pace  for  our  young  people, 
leading  them  into  forbiddea  paths.  Over  tips 
problem  we  have  pondered  nad  prayed  much.  Hate 
we  labored  at  itf

Man  Is  a  social  animal,  only  a  few  to  the  cok* 
trary  (we  meet  that  strange  species  at  tlmr^). 
formally  this  social  disposition  seeks  for  exprds- 
sion  and  development.  Who  can  best  direct  itf 
Worldly  interests  have  made  capital  of  it  and  ek- 
ploited  one  of  our  very  best  human  traits.  Hcf* 
too  often  has  come  our  social  Infection.  Is  o^r 
educational  system  so  organised  and  controlled  is 
to  take  this  responsibility  f  If  our  teachers  wcj* 
Christian  and  our  colleges  under  Christian  influ¬ 
ence,  the  system  of  education  could  do  a  gce<t 
work  here.  Our  deaominntional  colleges  are  a 
mighty  factor  a*  It  ia  But  the  school  cannot  he 
the  chief  renter  of  our  development  ia  the  social 
life.  Certain  dangers  and  difficulties  prevent  il. 

Is  the  home  the  agent  to  direct  and  regulate  Ilf 
Home  influence  is  needed  and  fathers  and  mothers 
must  do  well  their  part.  But  we  know  some  hom4s 
of  even  church  members  and  Rundav  school  teaei- 
«ra  where  they  regularly  have  “Innocent  dances*’ 
mod  other  •mu»e«nent«  forbidden  In  the  teaching* 
of  Christ. 

It  come*  back  to  the  robject,  the  Botlil  ta*k  f* 
a  task  for  the  church.  It  is  a  graefous  opportu¬ 
nity  given  to  pastors,  teachers  and  alt  to  use  th|s 
important  element  of  our  nature  for  the  building 
np  of  character  and  the  glorifying  of  the  Lord. 
No  wonder  that  preachers  and  workers  arc  oft^n 
regarded  as  open  enemies  by  the  “young  set.’ 
when  every  amusement  enjoyed  by  them  Is  public¬ 
ly  opposed.  Churches  have  donouncod  and  ds-L 
privsd.  but  have  they  been  diligent  to  duels#  and 
direct?  Take  the  piny  away  because  it  wgs 
wrong,  but  do  we  give  something  good  in  tl(c 
placet  Talk  is  easy,  but  work  toward  that  most 
desirable  end  ia  another  mnttetr.

In  order  to  give  expression  to  the  eoclal  life,  tlie 
Church  building  should  be  planned  with  n  view  ho 
meeting  the  demands  »t  this.  In  the  eountry.  tlje 
outdoors,  the  grove,  the  old  spring  take  the  plaqc 
of  the  building  so  necessary  in  the  towns.  It  cab 
be  easily  the  assembly  room  of  the  Rundav  sehool. 
Doors  or  curtains  can  be  thrown  aside  and  snffj- 
eieat  room  provided  for  those  attending.  It  is  0 
good  thing  to  begin  with  the  young  in  the  work. 
Start  the  children  early.  Utilise  the  stery  hone; 
little  garnet  ire  popular.  By  this  beginning  wit|i 
the  email  ones,  when  they  grow  op  the  taste  ft* 
wholesome  entertainment  will  be  formed  and  th* 
dangers  largely  overcome.  Led  every  church  pro¬ 
vide  a  place  for  the  child  life  in  it.  Sunday  schodl 
•uperintendente  ehould  give  a  large  part  of  the 
program  over  t*  the  boys  and  girls,  giving  thsm 
nomething  to  do  often  nnd  allowing  the  fullest  de¬ 
velopment  of  their  young  liven. 

Den’t  stop  with  the  “young  folks,”  eithef. 
There  are  Women ’•  Missionary  Societies  that  need 
an  awakening  of  the  social  Hfe.  Have  a  “tea"' 
some  meeting,  or  a  regular  social  quarterly,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  best  plan.  Organised  classes,  d«t 
partments,  nr  the  eatlse  cknreh  eaa  do  wosdsrftd 
thing*  throng*  the  soetnl  gathering  of  it#  mew- 
bora  ■  • 


Then  tbe  church  *  task  is  to  bo  social  nt  all 
hoars.  Not  keep  “open  house”  three  or  four 
tlnMi  a  year  only,  bnt  cultivate  ail  the  while  the 
eordial  and  eoclal  relations  in  the  internets  of  tho 
church.  Make  the  church  the  brightest,  happiest 
spot  ia  the  community.  Don’t  leave  it  to  a  few 
friendly  deacons,  bnt  let  everyone  feci  hit  respon¬ 
sibility  and  help  the  pastor  to  make  folks  at  heme 
and  hippy  ia  Ood ’s  house.  Be  sincere  and  genuine 
ia  welcoming  those  who  come  to  worship  with  yon. 

Then  social  visitations  ia  the  name  aad  interest 
of  th*  chnreh  are  wonderfnliy  helpful.  Pastor* 
aad  members  who  do  this,  and  Sunday  school 
teachers  have  a  rare  go  of  It  and  seldom  ever  fail 
to  get  gracious  results.  Go  ia  person  and  look  up 
those  whom  you  would  win.  Nothing  so  weighty 
as  personality,  sad  it  will  tell  where  'phoaee  aad 
card*  have  failed.  Ia  other  words,  it  is  work 
that  wins,  and  let  ns  be  busy  in  season  and  ont  to 
eontrol  and  direet  the  life  of  the  bora  and  girls, 
and  men  aad  women  in  onr  town  and  neighbor¬ 
hood.

Some  practical  suggestions  to  those  who  seed 
help  ia  planning  social  gathering!!*  for  the  church 
or  organizations  of  it. 

L  Place  for  social  gatherings  should  be  the 
eburch  bouse,  if  at  all  suitable  for  such.  In  sea¬ 
son,  the  lawn  or  outdoors  may  be  used  to  a  better 
adv  antnge,  but  let  the  ehureh  be  the  centtst  place 
to  hold  interest  for  the  meetings.  A  convenient 


heme  may  be  thrown  open  for  a  social.  Many  ■ 
home  bow  Wed  for  worldly  pleasure  coaid  bn 
turned  to  the  glory  of  God  by  dedicating  It*  social 
possibilities  to  meetings  of  real  wholesome  benefit 
for  tho  men  and  women  aad  boys  aad  girls  si  *h* 
churches. 

Ia  rtie  summer  a  grove,  a  lake  may  be  used  by 
Urge  departments  or  the  Sunday  school  or  the  en¬ 
tire  church  for  a  picnic  or  dinner  aad  outing.  Thin 
is  excellent  whoa  wisely  managed. 

2.  The  program  should  be  given  time  aad 
thought.  Begin  with  •  lively  aong,  then  have  • 
good,  earnest  prayer  for  blessings  on  the  meeting 
aad  those  present  nnd  th*  ehnrrh.  Game*  will 
follow  soon  ita  order  as  yon  rhooae.  Nothing  finor 
thaa  to  pUy-  a  number  of  simple  nad  lively  con¬ 
tests  or  cxeilrises. 

3.  Refreshment*  are  now  ready  and  n*  instruc¬ 

tions  will  be  needed  here.  Even  tbe  smallest  child 
will  be  interested.  Ice  cream,  cakes;  punch,  ctke 
or  lemonad*.  or  what  you  choose.  The  initiative  of 
your  leaders  will  decide  that.  Each  ehureh  should 
.carry  the  expense  of  this  in  its  annual  budget. 
Certainly  it  is  ia  the  interest  of  the  chnreh  nnd  ao 
few  persons  should  have  to  bear  the  harden  of  it* 
colt.  ^

BIBLE  AND  MISSION  STUDY.  ; 

At  hat  been  stated  elsewhere,  the  state  policy 
for  the  year  will  be  ready  for  distribution  very 
shortly.  But  the  paragraph  on  Bible  end  Miaiion 
8tudy  is  so  important,  bearing  as  it  does  oa  the 
presentation  of  the,  mission  study  banner  for  thia 
fiscal  year,  that  thia  paragraph  ia  printed  her*. 

A  committee,  composed  of  Mr*.  Ray,  Misses 
Lackey  and  Traylor,  was  appointed  by  Mrs.  Avea 
to  decide  on  whet  terms  the  banner  should  be  pre¬ 
sented;  herein  will  be  found  their  findings; 

"That  the  resolutions  roaeerning  Bible  and  mis¬ 
sion  study  adopted  by  the  W.  M.  U.  nt  the  last 
four  annual  meeting*  and  the  chaptetr  on  these 
subjects  in  the  “Manual  of  W.  M.  N.  Mcthoda” 
be  carefully  followed.  That  the  clasaea  be  system- 
atically  reported.  That  the  W.  M.  U.  mission 
study  certificate*  for  women  and  young  people  and 
their  seals  be  given  wide  publicity,  and  that  those 
receiving  them  be  awarded  due  recognition,  not 
only  for  their  own  takes  but  at  a  stimulus  to  such 
study  for  others.  To  thia  end  a  banner  lie  given  to 
that  district  receiving  the  greatest  percentage  of 
official  seala,  awarded  according  to  the  following 
grades:  First  official  seals,  40  per  rent;  second  of* 
ficial  seal,  40  per  cent;  bliic  official  seal,  20  per 
■  cent.  That  the  stamps  for  the  reading  of  mission¬ 
ary  books  also  be  duly  advertised.  That  our  state 
W.  M.  U.  endeavor  to  reach  onr  young  women  for 
missionary  training  at  the  summer  assemblies  by 
providing  a  study  clast  specially  for  them.  That, 
to  the  tame  end,  classes  especially  for  girls  and 
boys  of  the  G.  A.  and  R.  A.  age;  and  a  missionary 
story  hour  for  ehlldrea  of  the  8.  B.  age  be  similarly 
rondueted  at' our  assemblies.  That  as  an  addition¬ 
al  result  of  mission  study  our  state  W.  M.  U.  plan 
for  a  free  will  offeringn  to  be  “  Missionaries’  Li¬ 
brary  Fund,"  said  fund  to  be  used  by  our  state 
W.  M.  U.  in  tnpplemrnting  the  libraries  of  women 
missionaries  who  have  gene  from  our  state  to  for¬ 
eign  fields.'’ 

GERMAN  BAPTISTS  ARE  ADVANCING. 

By  Frank  E.  Burkhaltcr. 

Despite  the  hardship*  through  which  the  Bap¬ 
tiste  of  Germany,  along  *with  all  the  other  people 
|of  that  country,  have  been  passing  for  the  past 
several  year*,  they  have  aot  grown  lukewarm  la 
their  religious  life,  a*d  have  made  marked  prog¬ 
ress  along  praetienlly  nil  lines,  according  to  in¬ 
formation  received  by  the  Department  of  Survey, 
Statistics  and  Information,  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
iSehool  Board. 

While  detailed  reports  on  the  work  of  1920  are 
not  available,  the  returaa  that  have  come  in  show 
.that  more  baptisms  werq  made  by  the  Baptiste 
during  1920  than  by  any  other  evangelistic  body 
la  Germany.  " 

A  compilation  ef  statistics  from  the  German 
^aptiat  Yearbook  for  1919,  edited  by  Dr.  Jt  G. 
Lehman  and  published  at  C'aasel  by  tke  J.  G. 
Onrkea  Soeecesora,  shows  that  in  1912  there  were 
;12  associations  ia  Germany,  which  were  made  up 
of  226  churches  with  a  combined  membership  of 
30,719.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  United 
States  there  wu  a  decided  falling  off  in  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  practically  nil  the  large  religious  bodies 
in  America  that  year  (Southern  Baptist*  being 
the  only  large  denomination  to  report  any  increase 
of  eonaeqnenre),  at  well  as  a  considerable  decline 
in  the  Sunday  school  enrollment,  bat  in  Germany 
there  waa  as  advance  oa  tke  part  of  the  Baptist 
eharehe*  ever  1*18  ia  practically  ovary,  field  at. 
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•■dfivor.

Something  of  the  general  aplrit  of  onr  Baptist 
brethren  in  Germany  can  be  obtained  frojn  the 
miMionarv  activity  among  the  primmer,  of  war 
dur^ig  the  war  and  the  many  month,  aft^r  the 
hoetilitie.  bad  cessed  and  in  which  prisoners  re¬ 
mained  in  Germany.  More  thaa  2,000  Rba.ian 
primmer,  were  baptized  by  the  German  Baptist 
war  worker.,  while  up  to  May  1,  1018,  a  total  of 
2,487,342  publication,  had  been  diatributed  in  the 
war  cam|'.,  including  8,000  Bible,  in  seventeen 
language.  (4,000  of  them  were  printed  in  :  Rus- 
man),  33,500  New  Testament,  in  26  language!  (the 
Ruaaian  and  French  predominating),  and  237,000 
part,  of  the  Bible.  The  twenty  language,  in  trbich 
these  German  worker,  had  to  deal  with  prisoner, 
include  the  Old  Slavic,  Armenian,  Czech,  Bulga¬ 
rian,  German,  English,  Eathonian,  Finnish,  French, 
Urtrl.  Italian,  Croatie,  Lettish,  Lithuanian,  lAaau- 
rinn,  Polish,  Rumanian,  Buthcnian,  Serbian,  Slo¬ 
vene,  Tartar,  Turkish,  Hungarian  and  Flemi^i. 

When  we  consider  that  thi.  bit  of  missionary 
work  wa.  carried  on  by  a  band  of  leos  than  1)0,000 
Baptist,  we  get  some  idea  of  the  devotion  of  our 
German  brethren.  V 


THE  DEACONS. 

That  the  relation  of  a  deacon  to  his  church  is 
wall  defined,  that  of  a  servant,  and  hi.  duties 
clearly  set  forth,  to  attend  to  the  material  welfare 
of  the  chnrch,  is  in  my  own  mind  beyond  ques¬ 
tion,  but  custom,  and  condition,  are  changing 
things  and  with  these  changing  things  along  dther 
linn*,  there  seem,  to  have  come  a  change  of  the 
relationship  of  the  deacon  to  hi.  rhureh  and  of 
hi.  duties  to  perform,  or  he  has  been  permitteld  or 
forced  in  some  way  to  assume  a  new  relation  and 
other  duties.  In  no  sense  does  a  servant  ever  dic¬ 
tate  to  hr.  master  but  i.  supposed  to  take  hi)  or¬ 
ders  from  hi.  master  or  at  least  to  consult  hi.  mas¬ 
ter  a.  to  hi.  rouree  in  any  matter. 

As  a  separate  people,  we  are  great  .tickler*  for 
•  precedent  in  the  Bible  or  a  direct  teaching  with 
regard  to  onr  conduct  in  all  thing* 

®srv  when  is  it  taught  in  any  way  in  He  Word 
of  God  that  the  deaeoas  are  to  dictate  the  policies 
of  the  ehnreh  to  which  he  belongs;  slaee  when  is 
it  that  he  is  to  ran  the  ehnreh  and  the  preacher 
who  nerves  him;  since  when  and  where  is  his'-ao- 


thority  for  calling  a  meeting  of  the  deacon,  to 
discus,  in  private  the  preacher  aqd  hi.  work  with¬ 
out  giving  the  pastor  a  hearing  and  deride  that 
the  pastor  must  resign  without  giving  any  reason 
for  such  action  on  his  part,  and  that,  too,  without 
consulting  the  church  with  reference  to  the  wish 
of  the  church;  since  when  has  it  been  just  and 
right  for  the  deacons  to  deride  that  the  church 
must  do  certain  things  and  bring  the  matter  be¬ 
fore  the  church  and  put  the  mattefr  over  without 
ever  consulting  the  pastor  about  the  matter;  since 
when  has  it  become  right  for  the  deacon  to  say 
that  the  pastor  preaches  too  much  doctrine  or 
that  he  is  not  a  sound  preacher  and  for  such  rea¬ 
sons  must  step  down  and  outf  One  of  the  most 
prominent  preachers  of  our  land  was  thus  treated 
and  the  preacher  wonders  to  this  day  what  was*" 
wrong  and  why  he  had  to  move,  when  be  thought 
his  work  was  in  a  most  blessed  erudition,  when 
to  my  certain  knowledge  the  deacon  who,  because 
of  his  financial  condition  in  the  community, 
wielded  the  controlling  influence  among  the  dea¬ 
cons,  and  whose  wife  was  a  member  of  another  de¬ 
nomination  and  who  for  this  reason  was  what  is 
now  called  “cold  footed”  with  all  Baptist  ques¬ 
tions,  said  be  must  go.  The  question  was  discussed 
at  length  by  them  and  he  was  the  only  one  who 
4  thought  It  wise  to  ask  the  pastor  to  resign,  but 
when  confronted  with  the  loss  of  the  deacon  who 
threatened  to  leave  the  church  and  go  with  his 
wife,  the  others  yielded  and  this  deacon  took 
great  delight  in  informing  the  pastor  that  the  dea¬ 
cons  had  decided  that  be  ought  to  resign  and  the 
pastor,  thinking  that  this  was  the  sentiment  ot  the 
church,  for  some  reason  unknown  to  him,  goes  like 
a  lamb  to  the  slaughter  and  resigned.  Everybody 
was  shocked  aud  wondered  what  was  the  matter. 
The  people  were  attentive,  cordial  and  res|ionsive, 
there  were  accessions  to  the  church  frequently, 
everyone  seemed  to  like  the  pastor,  but  there  was 
one  who  suggested  to  this  pastor  that  “we  don't 
need  a  sWnon  on  baptism”  and  the  pastor  did 
not  regard  this  suggestion,  so  when  he  found  out 
that  the  preacher  did  not  regard  his  suggestion 
and  some  others  of  the  same  kind,  he  derided  that 
the  preacher  must  go.  “The  deacons  derided  that 
we  will  do  this  or  that  and  now  we  must  raise  so 
much  money  and  we  want  to  take  a  subscription 
at  once.”  From  whom  and  where  did  these  good 
men  get  all  this  power  f  Is  it  democrat icf  Is  it 
Baptisticf  Has  it  always  boon  sol  Why  can’t 
any  other  number  of  men  get  together  who  do  not 
like  the  preacher  and  deride  that  he  must  resign 
and  request  him  to  do  so  and  have  him  do  it  with¬ 
out  any  regard  to  the  rhureh  or  preacher!  Binee 
when  did  thia  become  tbw  duty  of  deacons! 

If  the  preacher  is  the  spiritual  advisor  of  his 
church,  why  not  consult  him  about  matters  that, 
maybe,  the  deacons  wsnt  to  bring  before  the 
church  for  open  discussion.  The  pastor  baa  had 
to  deal  with  many  such  questions  in  his  labors 
and  he  might  show  those  concerned  how  to  avoid 
a  great  trouble  in  the  settlement.  Msny  a  church 
muss  would  be  avoided  if  the  pastor  was  consulted 
by  the  deacons  or  others  before  a  matter  is  aired 
before  a  church  or  acted  on  in  private  by  the  dta- 


From  a  great  many  years  of  ssperience  and  ob¬ 
servation,  there  has  never  been  seen  a  man  who 
was  a  loyal  and  true  Baptist  whose  wife  was  a 
member  of  some  other  denomination  as  those 
whose  wives  were  Baptist  women.  No  church 
ought  for  any  reason  select  a  man  for  the  deacon's 
place  whose  wife  Is  not  a  Baptist.  His  selection 
for  the  place  give*  him  influence  among  his  peo¬ 
ple,  and  when  a  showdown  comes  between  his  sym- 
pal  by  for  his  wife  and  his  church  or  pastor,  he 
will  flicker  on  the  church  or  pastor.  There  are  a 
great  many  good,  loyal  and  true  men  who  are  the 
paator’s  best  friends  and  fill  the  deacon's  place 
humbly,  faithfully  and  well,  but  we  are  permitting 
some  kind  of  system  among  us  that  decide*  the 
action  of  the  outer  one.  Such  cases  are  unscrip- 
tural,  undemocratic  and  unbaptistic.  What  next!
